Tranſubſtantiation you can't believe, but what 
doth that juſtify you in? You can't believe 
Chriſt's Death neither; ſo as to acknowledge 
it and ſhew it forth as is commanded, and as all 
true Chriſtians in the World do.

Then, for eſteeming that laſt Supper of Jeſus Chriſt

The Man's Meaning in theſe 
Words is ſomewha tobſcure and dubious. If he 
means, that the Bread and Wine were to typify 
and figure all one as, and no otherwiſe than, the 
Paſſover did, we cannot belicve it : Theſe new Types 
and Figures had then been uſeleſs and in vain;

That Paſſover was indeed the 
very laſt; and being, as expreſly is acknow- 
ledged, at an End in that very thing, the Death 
of Chriſt, in which the Supper did begin, is not 
poſſibly to be included in the Supper. It typify'd 
Chriſt in a contrary, at leaſt much another Man- 


ner, agreed no more with Bread and Wine as 


Signs, than in Beginning, Continuance, and End. 
Wine ſeerns even to oppoſe the Intention in bit- 
ter Herbs. Take the Supper and Paſſover apart, 
and theſe Men are at a Loſs : They force them- 
ſelves therefore and Scripture. both, as is com- 
mon with them, to make a Medley of it. On 
this Account I willingly would have this in yet 
a better Light, and find that by St. Jn s Help 

we may ſo have it. He tells us that, Supper being 
ended, ch. xiii. 2. Jeſus roſe from Supper, ver. 4. and 
began i ro waſh the Diſciples Feet, ver. 5. After which 
done, he ſat down again, ver. 12. to Table, that is, 
as appears expreſſy from ver. 28. and ſufficiently 


_ alſo from ver. 25, 26. and ch. xxi. 20. With this 


is to be obſerved, that ſo ſoon as the Lamb it ſelf 
was eaten, the Paſſover was ended; Then it was 
our Saviour roſe from Supper: And the Count for 
the Lamb (Ex. xii.

Jeſus took Bread, and bleſſed, and brake, &c. inftitu- 
ting his holy Supper. St. Luke, before mentioning 
the Bread, ſpeaks of the Cup, with the taking, 
Bleſſing, and giving of it : But whereas he neither 
mentions the taking, Bleſſing, nor the giving, in that 
he ſays of it, after the Bread, it appears that 
thoſe Words firſt ſpoken were out of Place, as 
St. Matthew, St. Mark, and St. Paul make it evi- 
dent, However, from relatmg to the Paſſover 


they are defended as the Supper it ſelf is, by 


what has juſt been faid. A confiderable Space 
there was between the End of the Paſſover Sup- 
per, and the Beginning of the Lord's Supper : 
So many Feet waſh'd are a Teſtimony of it, and 


that theſe Suppers were not, nor can be, inclu- 


ded m one another. Thus the ſeeming Difficul- 
ties which the other Evangeliſts, in their Chriſti- 
an Simplicity, ſuſpected not, and the Confuſion 
Inſtruments of Satan ſtrive to make, taking *

what Advantages they can for it, by St. John 


here, are fully extricated, reconciled, 
entirely to an End. 

6. Regeneration is not denied by ſinfulneſs of 
Nature. It conſiſteth not in the Change of Na- 
ture, but of the Mind, Eph. iv. 23. in the re- 
nouncing and combating of Sin. Sanctification, 
Holineſs, and all Graces are fully perfect in 
Chriſt only. Perfection has its Degrees, Adds xxiv. 
22. XX111. 15, 20. xviii. 26. Perfect, and Perfe- 
Aion, as to any Good in Man, is. ever meant in 
ſome Degree, as James iii. 2. concerning Know- 
ledge we are informed, that That which is perfect,

fully fo, is not yet come, 1 Cor. xiii. 9, 10, Oc. 


nor is it at all to come, in this Life. It is as true 


to ſay of any other Chriſtian Vertues, all having 


a Dependance upon Knowledge. There is a Gene- 
ration (and a filly, ſad, falſe, lying one too) tha 
are pure in their own Eyes, and yet is not waſhed from 
their Filthineſs, Prov. xxx. 12. Te are they which ju- 
ftify your ſelves before Men; but God knometh your 
Hearts, Luke xvi. 15. Alas! what ſo weak a Man 
is there, that knoweth not your Hearts, in this 
ſo plain notorious a Falſhood ? in theſe ſo phari- 
ſaical ridiculous Pretenſions ? W. 

As Chriſt was manifeſted to deſtroy the Works 
of the Devil, ſo hath he manifeſtly dleſtroyed 


them, viz. by his Righteouſneſs of Life, impu- 


ted to us, Rom. v. 18, 19. 2 Co. v. 21, by his Rule 
of Life given us, 5. e. the Goſpel, called therefore 
the Word of Life, Phil. ii. 16. and the Grace of Gad 
that bringeth Salvation, Tit. ii. 11. by his Sacrifice 
for Sin, of his own Body and Blood offered up for 
us, to the deſtroying of the Devil as well as his 


Works, Heb. ii. 14. 1 John i. 7. putting an End 
to all Sacrifices and Offerings for Sins; and by 


ſending , 
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in the Efficacy of Chriſt's Doings an

ſending of his holy Spirit to ſanctify us, 1 Coy. vi. 
11. Thus is Sin, and ſinful Nature, real! Ie deſtroy d 
ufferings 
for us, notwithſtanding the Hold it ſtill keeps in 
our mortal Bodies. 

There is none that doth good, no not one, proves ef. 
fectively what you ſay only *tis pleaded for. I 
diſcern Saco the beft, and the worſt of Men ; 
as Lallow the Pſalm it ſelf to do; altho? St. Paul 
in that of Rom. ili. do not the like. I am willing 
this be particularly ſpoken of the reprobate Sort; 
but yet, according to the general Expreffions, 
hold aft Men, reſpectively, nay, and (with Sr. 
Paul, ver. , 10.) naturally, as in the Fleſh, here 
concern'd and even written of; for ſo it follows, 
As it is written, &c. All Men are Children of Men, 
in the ſecond Verſe of that Pſalm ſo expreſs d. 


They that anderſtand the beſt, that ſeek God the 


beſt, deſerve yet to be complained of; as ſuch 


that ſeek him not, underſtand not to ſeek him, 
as they ought : in ſomething or other they 90 
aſide; in ſomething or other they do Evil, inſtead 
of doing Go. They fin in ſomething, in ma 


Things, St. James ſays; and the leaſt Sin is fut, 
abominable, in God's Sight; and ſo then they that 
commit it muſt be ſo far filthy, and abominable, 
-as there termed, alſo. How was David himſelf 

affected in theſe his own Words? What and how 
was he, in the Way, or ont; a wiſe Man, or a 
Fool; A Sinner, Or a Sam? Mine Iniquities haue 

taten ſuch Hold upon me that I am not able to look ap; 

They are more than the Hairs of my Head, and therefore 
my Heart faileth me, Pal xl. 12. Thus he deter- 
mines it himſelf, even in the Midft of fo praiſe- 
«worthy Things in this fame Pſalm apparent in 
_bim. Hence is evident in like manner, that your

making Saints and Sinners Oppoſites, as tho* there 
were ſuch holy Men that cannot fin, is ridiculous 
and vain ; meer Illufion and Flattery of the 
Devil. 

What with the Church of Rome, and what 
with your 0 Church, you confound your ſelf, 
and prove nothing. I have ſaid from Scripture 
(Rom. vi. 2, 11, 12.) that the Regenerate do die 
unto Sin: Alſo that at their Diſſolution Sin dies 
with them, ibid ver.

Our Purgatory is the Fountain opened for Sin, and 
for Uncleanneſs, Zech. xiii. 1. the Blood of Chriſt, 
Heb. i. 3. ix. 14. Tit. ii. 14. Rev. i. 5. This pur- 
ged us before our Being, is ever purging us till 
we die, and then has perfectly purged us, or we 
ſhall never ſo be purged. But yet all is not over 
then: For, ſtill, we muſt all appear before the Judg- 
ment-Seat of Chriſt, &c. And appear we ſhall there, 
in the very ſame Circumftances we die in; unde- 
ſerving, in our ſelves, of any thing but Wrath; 
without any thing to rely upon for Acceptance 
but only pure Mercy, through the Righteouſ- 
neſs, Merits, and Satisfattion of our Saviour ; cer- 
tain through him to obtain Mercy, and ſo inſtant- 
ly to be inſtated in everlaſting Happineſs and 
Glory. Whereas, they that there ſhall plead 
their own Righteouſneſs, Merits, Perfection of 
Holineſs, Singleneſs of Life and Nature, &c. 
will find themſelves miſerably deceived; yea, 
and as miſerably undeceived alſo, viz. by being 
caſt out, with that within them, into outer Dark-

- Sinleſſneſs of Nature is ſo falſe a Thing, and 

damnable a Doctrine, that I cannot but inſiſt up- 
on it yet a little longer. The notorious Falſhood 
of it appears many Ways; as, 1. From your 
own. Conſciences, where not ſeared with a hot Iron; 
none otherwiſe, 1 think, being ſo audacious as 
to pretend to Sinleſsneſs themſelves. You were 
not ſo, tho high time for you to be ſinleſs at your 
Age, if requir d, and you hope at all, here ſo to 
be. 2. From the Conſcience of other Men: The 
worſt, as well as beſt, of Men are accus'd of Sin 
by it, and in ſuch Maimer and Matters, that they 
cannot but conclude from to all Men. None 
durſt throw a Stone at the Adultereſs, John viii. 
9. A Caſt but of the Eye (Mat. v. 28.) was e- 
nough to ſtop the caſting of a Stone at her: And 
if the ſmalleſt Sin, of any Sort, might do the like, 
no Saints upon the Earth but had certainly gone 
out as convicted as the Jews did. A real holy 
Man, above all Men, cannot but have Aſſurance 
in his own Heart of Sin in others. 3. From the 
Nature of Sin, and of Sinleſſneſs. Our firſt Pa- 
rents, in their ſinleſs State, knew not they were 
naked. Their Eyes were opened by Sin; which a- 
lone could open them to ſee their Shame. . Qua- 
lers, ſo called, are too well acquainted with Na- 
 kednelſs, to be innocent. Their Eyes, in this 
reſpect, for certain, are not ſhut. Adam and Eve 
could not beget other, in the State of Sin, than 
Sinners: And a Pair of ſinleſs Quakers cannot be- 
get other than per fect Innocents, neither born in 
din, nor conceiv'd in Iniquity. Generation, of 
neceſſity, is according to the Nature of the Crea- 
ture. Nature xeſtor d, preſerves it ſelf by the 
fame Law as Nature falen does; however fallen, 
| or 


or reſtor d: Neither can att againſt the Law of 
Nature, ia it ſelf. 4. From Inſtances of Sin in 
the holieſt Men: In Noah, Lot, faithful Abra- 
bam, Gen. xvi. 2, 4. xxv. 6. in Jacob, Moſes him- - 


ſelf and Aaron, even juſt before their h, Num. 


xX. 12. and in David, that Man after God's own 


Heart, Acts xiii. 22. the moſt recorded, I think, 


both for Weakneſſes, and for true Repentance, 
in the Scripture; and, to add yet one more, in 
Jeremiah, lanctified before he came forth of the Womb, 
Ch. i. 5. xx. 14, Cc. Under the Goſpel. we find 


Infirmities in the Apoſtles, 111 St. Peter, Barnabas, 
and others, Gal. ii. 11, 13. more particularly 


Ads xxi. 21, &c. and, which may ſuffice for all, 
in St. Paul after he was caught up into the third 
Heaven, even in the Body for ought he knew, 
and had heard Words not lawful for a Man to utter. 
A Thorn in the Fleſh was glyou lim far this 2 Cor, 
xii. 2, 4, 7. Leſt through the Abundance of the Keve- 
lations, and the glorious Sight of the Paradiſe of 
God, he ſhould be exalted above Meaſure, become 
proud, think himſelf without Sin perhaps, the 
Meſſenger of Satan was ſent to buffet him off from 


it.

Jeſus gave the Bread as his 
own Body, broken, crucified, for us; command- 
ing to receive, take and eat it. The Cup he gave 
as his own Blood, with Command to receive and 
drink it as his Blood of the New Teſtament ;, the New 
Teſt ament in his Blood. Teſtament is alſo Covenant, 
and fo is his Blood called the Blood of the Covenant, | 
the Blood of the everlaſting Covenant, Heb. x. 29. xiii. 
20. Such then is our Saviour's | Ordinance of his 
Body and Blood, and of our receiving it: Such 
is his Teſtimony concerning it ; obliging certainly 
to the receiving that of his Teſtimony. He that 
hath received his Teftimeny, hath ſet to his Seal that 
God is true, John iii. 33. true in his Teſtimony, 
true in his Cvenant. And he that hath received 
his Body and Blood, as ordain'd and teſtified of, 
hath receiv'd his Teſtimony. By this Seal ſer to, 
then, ſuch an one is in Covenant with God for 
eternal Life; is within the Covenant of Grace. 
And becauſe fallen Man, in the Infirmities of Na- 
ture, is betray'd often into Sin, i. e. Breach of 
Covenant, render'd, as it were, void thereby ; 

and that the Purpoſe of this bleſled Body and 
Blood, eſpecially in the Lord's Supper, was alſo 
for a Remedy againſt this Evil, Recourſe, in a 
lively Faith and true Repentance, 15 frequently 
to be had to this holy Supper; wherein Man

both renews his Covenant, ſealing it ſtill again, 
and hath it mutually renew'd, 'and, with the 
Forgiveneſs of his Sins, ſeal'd ftill again unto 
him. The Fountain opened for Sm, and for Un- 
cleanneſs, keeps always running: and running there 
muſt always be unto it. Wherefore they that 
have not thus ſer to their Seal, that, through Con- 
tempt, or Neglect, have no way ſign'd, nor ſeal'd, 
neither by Baptiſm, nor the Lord's Supper, are not 
within the Covenant of Grace; but remain in 
the ſame State which fallen Man was in before 
Covenant of Grace made with him, viz. under 
Sentence of eternal Death : As all that content 
themſelves with Baptiſm only, through living in 
continual Breach of Covenant, are in much alike 
Condition. And whereas Ouakers, in a perem- 
ptory obſtinate Defiance ok. clear Goſpel-Light 
and Admonition, and a reſolute contemptuous 
oppoſing of all Chriſtian Practice and Example, 
continually before their Eyes, harden themſelves 
in their being and Continuance out of Covenant 
with God, out of the Covenant of Grace, in the 
miſerable loſt Condition ſpoken of, it yet further 
and more clearly proves the Charges you com- 
plain of, as moſt juſtly brought againſt you; that 
you are, in very Deed real Antichriſts liſted 
and employ'd as purely ſuch, in the proper In- 
tereſt of the Devil. | | 
Chriſt's. Body and Blood, given for us, is com- 
memorated in the Bread and Wine once a Month 
in all the Churches of this City, and the Adja- 
cencies thereof; and in ſome, if I miſtake not, 
every Sabbath Day; ſome where or other at leaſt 
it is ſo; and more than once a Year, dreamt of by 
you, in all the Churches in the Kir gdom. What

I ſpake of nu Days, was on Account of your 
particularly diſcovered Grief and Anguiſh on 
thoſe Days, for the Remembrance of Chriſt's Be- 
nefits then ſo ſolemnly kept up by us, and of 
your uttermoſt oppoſing it, in your open Shops 
and prophane Occupations at the ſame time, an 

other teſtified Diſlikes, contradicting the lawfully 
ordained, and reaſonably aſſented to and accuſto- 
med Obſervation of the ſame. A poor Remem- 
brance of our Saviour is better than none at all: 
How much better then, than an every way obfii- 
nate induſtrious forgetting of him, as if you 
would, were it that you could, root out the

Hood, Lie! And, indeed, for Lying, the dread- 
fulleft ſort of it efpecially, ſpiritual Lying, Qua- 
kers are the true Children of their own Father, the 
Fagher of it. Nor doth the late Ad, Condeſcen- 
fon to their weak Conſciences credit them for 
Truth in any thing. A -weak Conſcience is an ail- 
ing, fick, diſtemper d, unſound, unwholſom Con- 

jence, that wants to be ſet to Rights, to be 
better inform'd, better taught, taught, in ſome, 
as the Men of Suckoth's, Jude 8. 16. Another 
Parliament, perhaps, may take it for a p/ 1 
weak, a ſear d, bot, Iron-Conſcience. No Parlia- 
ment can be ſo weak themſelves, as to judge 
the T-uth pretended to by theſe Men, to be more 
undoubted than their own ; that the 2 the 
whole Nabil:;ty, the Prelacy, Cler Plat Je entry and 
Cammonalty, together, ſhould be of leſs Veracity 
than empty lying udkers.
